IN THE TRADE OF CHINA. 
ene ao 


"Tho few who ‘aro interested in such studies 
consult the published statistics of the trade of 
China to ascertain the extent of the demand for 
the articles with which gid are concerned. 
(They ‘find figures to show the quantities im- 
ported commercially, but few there are who 
consider that, in China, nothing goes to waste, 
and that in gauging quantities itis necessary’ 
to include, or to make allowance for, much to 
which no attention is paid in other countries, 

- Athome the hardware dealer supplies you 
with duat pans, flour scoops, hearth trays, and 
such like appliances, made of bright tin or 
prettily lacquered’ and ‘decorated flamboyantly 
in,gold; companies even are‘ incorporaled for 
faakiog some one such article. Imparters 
know well that they would find no market for 
the thousand and one articles of tinware, or 
the many patented articles of nickel, which fill 
the stores and add so much to the comfort and 
even dignity of life at home; some of them 
we do-without, some few we can buy ready 
made, but for most of the others that we cane . 
not, do without we send our servant to order 
them made by the nearest tinsmith, Our (the 
foreigner's) wants are few, butthe Chinese de- 
mane. \s great; and, while there is 0 large call 
for the imported, finished ‘product, the raw 
material must come in. sufficient supply. 

- Tinplate, which the Chinese do not make, : 
was imported in 1904 to the extent Of 18,526,000+ 
tbs, more than double the figures for 1903,' 
This figure a3. shown in tho statistics is‘not, 
however, the total quantity of tinplate which 
was utilised in the industries of China, Here 
nothing goes to waste, and we must add'to the 
reported import the quantity which, as Gold: 
smith says “doth a double duty pay," ‘not: to 
the treasury, but in first serving’as a package 
and then asthe raw material ofan industry, 
Kerosene oil was imported in 1904 to the extent 
af.16,090,000 cases, Taking the proportion of” . 
case to bulk oil prevailing at Shanghai, then 
12,§00,000 cases came in tin cans, Two such 
cans in a case weigh 49-lhs , and from this source 
of supply we have 60,002,0c0-1bs,, of tinplate 
imported for Chinese industrial use. Cotton 
piece-goods of the finer kinds are ‘imported in 
Cuses protected by a tin lining, the welght of 
‘which may be put at 12}-Ibs. per case, and the 
total at not less than 4,00: ,o00-Ibs, For other 
goods in tin-lined cases we may safely assume 
a minimum ‘of 2,000,002-lbs, To ‘our total 
import of. 18} million-Ibs. in the legitimate 
stinplate trade we have therefore to add -65 
milliou-lbs, introduced indirectly, thus raising 
the total supply for the Chinese demand’ to 
four and a-half times the figures given in the 
statistics, ' .

Before Mr, F. A. Hazeland this morning the 
"cnse against.Aaron Ellis, charged with the 
manslaughter of Gunner Richard Sampson, 
was resumed, Mr. F, B. L. Bowley, Crown 
Solicitor, prosecuted, and Mr. P, W, Goldring, 
of Messrs, Brutton, Hett and Goldring, defenc- 
ed. Mejor Parry, R. G. A, watched the case 
on behalf of the military authorities. - 

Tang King, houseboy toa Mr, Harley, said 
he was 55, Yeats of age, and had been for ten 
years in Hongkong, Witness was giving his 
evidence in English, when Mr, Goldring sub- 
mitted that it would be better to examine him 
in Chinece, Tae . . 

His Worship said he (witness) coutd be tried 
in English and if it failed he couldbe examined 
in Chinese, ~, : : 

Continuing, witness said he remembered 
the 16th ulto. On that night he went to 
‘Kennedy Town and afterwards to.a house 
in Zetland Street, leaving there at 12.30 00 
bis way: home, He went along Queen's 
Road, He knew ‘the New Victoria Hotel. 
When’ he was opposite that ‘hotel he saw two 
“ uropean: women In rickshas coming from the 
direction of Wanchai, He also sawa soldier 
holding the second ricksha and walking with it.

The European then went up there, and-came 
back in five minutes, The women got out 
of the -rickshas and waited under the big 
tree in the middle of the road. A plan was 
here shown fo witness who ‘pointed out on it 
the direction in which the soldier went, and 
where the women stood, which was between 
the tree and the Hongkong Telegraph office 
door, When the European returhed | the 
women said “' Why did you not get hold of the 
soldier?’ and the European replied “ No use 
to get hold of him; better to go away.”

| JAPANESE SEALERS. REPORTED,’ MURDERED 
: “OFF.KAMSCHATKA. 9000030 5 


". , Accarding to the Hakodate correspondent of 
« the Japan Advertiser,’ the Japanese ‘sealing 
schooner Tora-maru, of Yokohama, was ottef- 
huating off Shamushiri Island ‘when on July 
ast she picked up a'boat containing four men, 
part of the crew of the Afafstifomo-maru. ;Ac- 

cording to thé corres ondent’s account,’ the 
Matsutomo-maru, while on her way to the 
“hunting grounds off the Commander Islands, 
encountered a gale on June 18th, during which 

"she sprang a leak and foundered, nine of her 
crew going down with the remainder, eighteen 
in number with three boats, managed to land 
on the coast of Kamschatka, about fifty -miles 
north-east of Cape Lopatka, As they were 
entirely without provisions and a number of 
them sick from exposure inthe boats, four men’ 

_ volunteered to take one of the boats and go to 
Shumushiri, where there is a Japanese settle: 
ment, for assistance, After’ being in the boat 

. for five days they (pll in with the Tora-marss, 

On hearing of the plight of the shipwrecked 
men, the master of the Zosa-maru.kept away 
for the bay in which they were reported to have 

. landed, arriving there on the morning of Jul 
a and seeing a number of men on the beac 
“fe ‘ordered three boats to be lowered ond 
manned by a crew of four.each, These pulled 
for the shore, = 
o {mn response.to signals on shore the men in 
the boat approaches, but only to fied that the 
men who had been signalling were Russians, 

. They at, once stopped pulling and began to 
back away from the shore, whda suddealy from 
four different places on shore fire was opened 

on the boats, the crews of which were entirely 
unarmed, The crew of the leading boat at- 
tempted to pull out, but after the second volley 
all were mortally wounded. Nevertheless the 
fire from over’ thirty ‘rifles on shore was con- 
tinued until the boat was riddled’ with bullets 
and sank, the bodies of the four unfortunate 

| men going down with it, 
The crew of the second boat at the first fire 
dropped in the bottom of the boat, and being 
fate out escaped most of the fire, which was 
concentrated on the leading boat, ‘though 
every man'in the boat was severely wounded, 
one man having five bullets in various parts of 
his body. But, favoured by the wind and tide, 
the boat drifted off shore out of rifle. shot, 
where she was taken in tow by the, third boat 
and brought off to the Tora-mary. 
The ‘Tora-maru then made for: Hakodate, 
where she duly arrived, and tlie wounded men 
were at ance removed to a hospital, ‘ 
Nothing is known of the fate of the balance 
of the AMatsulome-rmaru's crew, but it is’ be 
lieved that.they have been murdered by the 
Russians, a9 one of the wounded men. who 
belonged to the sfatsufomo-maru, and who 
was in the second boat, declares that the men 
they first saw on.the beach were wearing’ the 
clothes belonging to the men that had been

SUICIDE.ON THE “MANCHURIA!"

ONE OF THE TAFT PARTY JUMPS 
: OVERBOARD, 


A tragic incident marked the voyage actass 
“the Pacific of the P.M, steamship-dfanchurto, 
which brought Mr. Taft and his party to Yoko- 
hama, According to the Japan A duertfser, one 
of the passengers, Willian: Sullivan, ‘of San: 
Antonio, ‘Texas, ended his life by jumping from 
the aft: promenade deck late on the night of 
July rath, No one but a. wontin passenger 
saw him jump, and‘her story was accepted 
with reservation until the following morning, 
when asearch of the ship was made, ,Mr. Sul- 
fivan could not be found, and the recovery of a 
shipper near the place {rom which he jumped 
and its identification by his friends was finally: 
accepted as confirmation of the story told by 
the woman who witnessed his suicide. 

Mr, Sullivan, who was about 26 years old, 
was a brother-in-law of Colone! ‘Clemm, Chiet 
of the Quartermaster’s Department in the’ Phi- 

* fippines. He was a graduate of Yale 'o3 and 
left San Francisco with the Taft party, with the 
intention of touring the Philippines with them, 
and spending several months in Japan before 
returning home. The reason which prompted 
him to'end his life is said by his friends to be 
unknown to them, They say that he entered 
into the spirit of all the social entertaiments on 
board the Manchuria, and showed no indica- 
tion of melancholy until July a2th, when he 
kept to his state-room.. In the evening he 
spent cgnsiderable time in the wine-room, 
which he left about-11 o'clock, remarking that 
he was going to slegp, When he jumped off 
the ship he was in evening élothes and had his 
jewelry, letters of credit, and whatever other 
valuables he may have had in his possession 
on his person. : 

Search of his state-room revealed that apart 
{rom clothing and travelling accessories he leit 
nothing bebind of value. His wine bill on the 
Manchuria had not been paid. A Setter and a 
telegram were found from his brother in San 
Antonio, but their nature did not contribute 

_ any additional indication on what many have 

“Jed him to seek death, Mr. Sullivan, accord- 
ing to his friends, was struck on the head with 
a revolver in a street braw! in a Texas town 
several years ago, ‘The blow, they think,’ maf 
have resulted in a mental aberration which was 
never permanently cured, and which may have 
resulted in a radical manifestation on the night 
he ended his life. : j

Boxyd, 9 report of which appears: on page 223, 
the following recammendations of ‘the Com- 
mittee appointed:to consider jn what cases 


buildings should be allowed’ to exceed .a'| 
height of 76 feet were submitted. These dealt |: 


with the type of building in which such height 
should. be permitted, and stated that exempe 
tions from’ section 188 of the Public’ Health 
and Buildings Ordinance, 1993, should only be 
granted in. the case of Hotels and large blocks 
of offices of Europeqn design, regard being had 
‘in every case to the possibility of obstruction 
of light and air from the adjacent and oppasite 

roperties, a8 well as from portions of the wild. 
ing itself, which must be secured by the setting 
back of any portion of any story which is more 
than 76 feet above the level of any side street 
or of the backyard of the building, sd-that it 
shall fall wilhin aline drawn, at such fe¢el, at an 
angle of 63.5 degrees with the horizon, It. was 
further stated that in no case shall the height 
of the building exceed one and one hulf times 
the width of the street on which it fronts, and 
in the case of land obtained from the Crown 


after February, atst, 1003, such height shall not |. 


exceed the width of the street on which the 
building fronts, Not more than six storeys 
shall be allowed in any case, and with the ex- 
ception of two caretakers to each storey, only 
4he four upper storeys shall be used for sleep- 
ing purposes. The ground storey shall not be 
less than 20 feet in height, No modification of 
the Ordinance in respect to verandahs at.the 
side and rear ‘of such building should be grant- 
ed in these cases, aod where any street at the 
side or rear.of such building is less than go 
feet wide no balcony shall be projected there- 
from over Crown land in such street. 

The following memorandum was submitted 
by the Medical Officer of Health: One of the 
most important results of limiting the height 
of buildings is the proper lighting of the ground 
floor, and lawér floors. Darkness necessitates 
artificial light, and it is always accompanied. 
morte or less by dirtand custiness, A house in 
Hongkong, erected on land obtained from the 
Crown after the passing of the Public Health 
and Building Ordinance, may he fairly compar. 
ed with a house erected under the London 
Building Act on streets formed Aner 190g0 


“Also a house erected in the Colony alter the 


passing of the present Ordinance, but’ on land 
obtained before the passing of this Ordinance, 
may-be fairly compared with a, house erected 
in | ondon under the 1894 Act, an streets form: 
ed'from 1862 to 1894. It appears that to regue 
late the height of new buildings on ofd sites in 
sHangkong by the width of the streets alone is 
liableto have very serious effects upon the light- 


ing and ventilation of the City, If the height of 
a house is governed merely by the width of the 
street on which it. fronts, and if the limit of 
the storeys to a height of 15 feet only be in-. 
sisted on in the absence of special strength of 
walls and be modified at once if the house be 
so built as to render it strong enough to bear 
stoteys of avers feet.in height, or in other 
words, ifthe Ordinance be mechanicilly ad- 
ministered without due regard to the sanitary 
questions of ventilation and illumination, the 
condition of houses in Hongkong in these re 
pects will be far behind comparable’ houses in 
‘London. Properly in a tropical city, especially 
in one so unfortunately situated for matters of 
lighting and ventilation as is the city of Victoria, 
more-effort should be made to obtain the bene- 
ficial effects of open spaces. The more build- 
ings erected to excessive height, the greater 
will be the danger from overcrowding with its | 
accompanying dirt and disease. When dealing 
with’houses to. be erected on land obtained 
from the Crown subsequent to. the pass 
ing of Ordinance 1 of 1903, the law re: 
quires that the house shall be erected to 
a greater height than the width of the street on 
which it fronts, This law then fixes a minimum 
standard os necessary for the effect of the 
height of the buildings, otherwise this’ regula- 
tion would have no ratson d'etre. It follows 
therefore that there. is an objection on sanitary 
grounds to buildings exceeding the height 
limit. On the ground of expediency, then, 
objection has been waived tn the case of 
houses erected and to. be erected on ground 
leased before the passing of this Ordinance. | 
An impartial consideration,’ it is trusted, will 
make itclear.that the limit to the height of 
buildings should:not be exceeded except und.t 
the following circumstances: (t).When the 
building is so situated in'the midst of open 
space which cannot be built over that its extra 
height'will not affect the access of light 10 any 
of its windows ; (2) Unless as a compensation 
for the effect of the extra height in lessen: 
ing the lighting of the’ building and its 
curtilages there be a setting back of the 
floors in the manner provided for under 
the London, Building Act; (3) When the 
extra height of a building will not deprive any 
neighbouring, building of any of the light it 
would enjoy if permission for the extra height 
bad nat been granted; (4) when the building 
is not a “tenement hotise,” as defined by Ord. 
1 of 19033 (5) unless under a condition that 
such building be reduced at the expense of the 
owner to the height only to which it might have 
been built had ‘the permission for the extra 
“height not been granted, upon its owner being 
called upon so to do by the Government.
